In view of the condition of the 
money market, and the advice of 
our bankers, we do not consider it 


advisable to submit to the ratepay- 
ers this year money by-laws except 


or that are absolutely necessary. 

There is an over-draft on water- 
works construction of $23,093.94. 
The estimated cost of completing the 
intake well is $976.10, making a tot- 
al of $24,070.84. We will require 
about $2,000 for imstalling service 
connections and hydrants, so that it 
will be necessary to submit a. by-law 
for $26,000 for waterworks. This 
does not provide for any extensions 
to the mains this year, but we do 
not consider any are necessary. 

On cement sidewalk construction, 
when the walks contract for last |, 
year are completed, and the contrac- 
tor paid in full, the city’s share of 
the cost: will amount to about 
$8,000. It may be necessary to build 
several more walks this year, and we 
consider it advisable to submit a 
by-law for $10,000 to cover the 
citv’s share of cost of cement walks. 

lt is absolutely necessary to have 
Gaetz Avenue South brought to 
grade, the traffic bridge eas 
re-covered and some other streets | 
graded. Some plank walks are also. 
badly needed, particularly in Wood- 
lea and Highland Park. These are 
laid as local improvements, a part of 
the cost being paid by thecity. An 
amount should be provided to cover 
the city’s share of the cost of these.

Any person who is the sole head 
of a fdmily, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quater 
section of aiallable, Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of threo years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

[n certain districts a homesteader 
in goO® standing may preempt a 


quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 
Duties.—Must reside upon the 


homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
tequired to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain 2 pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
trists.

Hog Cholera 


Thanks to wise government regula- 
tions, faithfully carried out, Cana- 
dian swine raisers suffer compara- 
tively little loss from hog cholera as 
corpared with those of many other 
countries. From time to time, how- 
ever, this disease appears in various 
parts of the Dominion where the in- 
fection has been brought in some way 
or other. This disease, which is en- 
tirely confined to hogs,is extremely 
contagious and accompanied by a 
high death rate. In order to put 
owners of swine on their guard, the 
Veterinary Director General, Dr. te, 
Torrance, hag issued a plainly writ-! 
ten bulletin setting forth such infor- 
mation as should enable the lay 
reader to readily detect the malady 
and understand what course to pur- 
suc in the case of an outbreak in 
his herd. 

It is stated that the disease is 
caused by a germ which may be 
transferred in virulent form in many 
different ways, such as on the boots 
of attendants, the feeding of un- 
cooked garbage, containing raw prok 
which may have come from q diseas- 


pig, wandering dogs, domestic 
{pigeons, or in the water of a 
{stream flowing through an _ infected 


pasture or yard. 

Infected hogs lose appetite, become 
sluggish and, if moved, may cough. 
They rapidly become thin and weak, 
liger for a time, or they may die 
in a few days. Other symptoms-that 
will help diagnosis are described in 
the bulletin, which contains a num- 
ber of clear photo engravings of 
hogs. in various stages of illness, 
as well as sections of ‘internal organs 
showing characteristic diseased con- 
ditions. 

Whenever the disease is” noticed 
the owner is bound by law to notify 
a veterinary inspector. Failure to 
\do this lays one liable to a heavy 
|fine, besides the forfeiture of com- 
!pensation for the loss of slaughtered 
‘animals. 

On account of the nature of the 
subject treated, this bulletin, No. 15 
of the Health of Animals Branch, is 
not being sent out to names on the 
regular departmental mailing _ list. 
Persons who desire copies may .re- 
ceive them by making application to 
the Publications Branch of the De- 
{partment of Agriculture at Ottawa. 


Pedigrees and Pay 


The time to pay for a pedigree is 
when it is delivered. While most 
breeders are honorable, many are 
procrastinating, som are negligent 
and a few are downright dishonest. 

In order to protect themselves 
against loss at the hands of the 
procrastinating and negligent, buyers 


of pure bred animals will do well 
when dealing with breeders of whose 


honesty they have no knowledge, to 
withhold a part of the purckase mon- 
ey till the pedigree is supplied or at 
least to deposit it in a bank to be 
paid upon delivery of proper certifi- 
cate of registration. This can ge 
done without exposing either buyer 
or seller to any risk, and is perfect- 
ly fair to both. My experience 
with bank managers is that they are 
always willing to perform this ser- 
vice for the protection of their 
patrons. 

As a rule the buyer pays over his 
money or writes his.cheque for the 
full amount at the time of purchas- 
ing, and the seller promises to for- 
ward a pedigree as soon as_ pos- 
sible, then after a year or more of 
waiting he wakes up to the fact that 
he has been ‘‘done.’’ Sometimes he 
has sold the progeny of these ani- 
mals with a promise to supply pedi- 
grees, and he finds himself exposed 
to the danger, not only of disgrace, 
but also of an action for damages. 
Now all of this could easily have 
been avoided by the exercise of a 
little caution at the time of buying. 

The time of year is at hand when 
every person, who contemplates buy- 
ing a pure bred animal, should keep 
in mind the warning contained in 
our opening sentence, that the time 
to pay for a pedigree is when it is 
delivered.
